Never 
before has there been such an op- 
ortunity for knowing the real teach- 


ny of God's Book—what it doea 
fontain and what it does mot con- 
tain. We have the Bible, eoneord- 


ances and helps, and we have the 
general education which permits us 


to study them. Our forefathers 
Ya red against lack cf education, 
time, lack of Bibles, and lack of 


good artificial light. 

When we come to think of it, the 
word perish contains not the remot- 
et suggestion of fire or torture. In 
our ignoranee we read all that into 
the text and ints other texts of 
timilar import; for instance, the 
ttutement that God is net willing 
{hat any should perish, but would 
that all should come unto Him and 
live; and the statement cf St. Peter 
that the wilfully ignorant shall -per- 
ish like brute beasts, inade to be 
taken and destroyed; and the strte- 
ment through the Psalmist, ‘All 
the wicked will God destroy."" How 
lurid these simple words become 
befare our inflamed and perverted 
imaginations! How some of us rang 
the changes on these Bible terms in 
fn vain attempt to drive men toward 
God through fear, when Ged declares 
that He does not want such to come 
and has no pleasyre whatever in 
their worship or servier. 

Did not Jesus tell us that the 
Father seeketh such to worship Him 
as worship Win in’ spirit and in 
truth? (John 4.23.) And our per- 
versions of tho Divine Werd and 
Plan on'y helped men away from 
God to such misunderstanding of 
Him that they could not worship 
Him in spirit and in truth, and, at 
most, could wership only in form 
and ceremony. 

The Pastor told of an experience 
he had in India.

wondered that they could bow before 
euch hideous, awkward,  vicious- 
looking images. Then the thought 


came to him, that these poor heath- 
en had formulated their gods of clay, 
stone, bronze, ete, but that we 
Christians had formulated ours dif. 
ferently—instead of using material 
tubstances we merely constructed 
ideals and described them, and that 
from this viewpoint, the ercedal pic- 
tures of the God of Love are farther 
astray than the images of stone, 
wood, éte. 

Look critically at our text. Exer- 
cise the gray matter of your brains. 
What does it really say? It corro- 
borates ths account in Genesis 2, as 
explained by St. Paul in Romans 
5:12-18, By one man’s disobedience 
sin entered into the world and death 
as the result of sin, and death pass- 
ed upon all men, because all men 
fre sinners—by heredity. This death 
penalty has been carrying down our 
race to the tomb for six thousand 
years. The present death rate is 
about ninety thousand per day. The 
declaration of the Bible is that these 
all would have perished—would have 
had no more future existence than a 
brute—had it not been for God’s 
compassionate mercy, ‘The great 
Love with which He loved us” while 
we were yet sinners. — Ephesians 
2:4, 5. 

Our text comes in here, and assures 
us that this salvation of mankind 
from perishing comes only through 
God's Love and Mercy, operating 
through our Lord Jesus Christ. We 
ask, What did our Lord Jesus do 
for the race? The Bible promptly 
answers, ‘Christ died for our sins 
according to the Scriptures’; ‘Jesus 
Christ by the grace of God tasted 
death for every man"; “He poured 
out His soul unto death’; He made 
“His soul an offering for sin.”’—1 
Corinthians 15:3; Hebrews 2:9; Isaiah 
63:10, 12. 

Let us note carefully that as per- 
ishing does not mean eternal torture, 
£0 the Redemption price which Jesus 
gave is not cternal torture or purga- 
torial suffering, but—death. ‘Christ 
died for the ungodly.” Other Scrip- 
tures tell us that the death of Jesus 
was a Ransom-price, or price cor: 
responding to the penalty that was 
upon Father ..dam and inherited by 
his race. The Bible thus explains 
that God, by providing an equivalent 
price for the sin-penalty against 
Adam can be just in releasing us 
from the death penalty. 

The simple proposition of the Bible 
is that as Adam and all of his race 
legally perished, so they have all 


been legally redeemed from that 
perished condition—the death of 
Jesus being the Satisfaction price. 


It is because of this redemption that 
the Bible assures us that there is to 
be ‘‘a resurrection of the dead, both 
of the just and the unjust,’ because 
all were redeemed—redeemed from 
the perished condition. 

Hence the Bible lays great stress 
wpon the resurrection of the dead, 
and, further, it assures us that the 
resurrection of mankind must wait 
until the completion of the Church. 
Then the Second Coming of Christ 
will be in order, that He may exalt 
His Church with Himself as the 
reigning Power, the Spiritual Seed 
of Abraham, which God for four 
thousand years has promised shall 
be exalted to glory for the very pur- 
pose of blessing ail the families of 
the earth—the non-clect. 

Surely no Bible student worthy of 
the name has overlookel the fact 
that the Bible everywhere speaks of 
the the dead as asleep—nowhere does 
it tell about their being in Heavenly 
glory or purgatorial suffering, or in a 
he}l of torment. Neglect of the Word 
of God bas confused our poor, im- 

rfect j@Jgments. We lost our way 
in the f of the Dark Ages, con- 
jured up 
lie, ‘‘Ye shall not surely die,”’ and 
in contradiction of the Lord's Word, 
“The soul that sinneth it shall die.” 
—Ezekiel 18:4, 20. 

Now we remember that Jesus plain- 
ly said, ‘‘No man hath ascended up 
to Heaven.” Now we remember 
that neither Lazarus nor any awak- 
ened from death had any tales to 
tell respecting the things seen or 
heard when dead. Now we remem- 
ber the particular declaration of 
God's Word, ‘The dead know not 
anything.’’ Now we remember that 
the Scriptures teach that the dead 
are asleep—our own unconsciousness 
every night being an illustration to 
us, if we had only heeded the Word 
of God instead of the word of men. 
Now we see that the death state is 
called a sleep, because of Gord's in- 
tention to have a great awakening, 
or resurrection of the dead. It will 
come in the morning of the New 
Dispensation. 

The One who died for man's sins is 
to be the great Restorer who will 
all the sleeping ones, Did 
He net illustrate this at His First 
Advent and thus show forth the 


glories of His coming Kingdom? Did } 


fe not declare that Jairus’ daughter 
was asleep, and awaken her? And 
did He not say, “Lazarus gleepeth,’S 
and awaken him? He did not resur- 
rect any of these. They were merely

He took it for granted, apparently, 


that his hearers agreed with him 
that sleep under such conditions 
would be impossible, and that the 


only conclusion must be that they 
slept in death. 

The Pastor reminded them that 
similar expressions were used in re- 
spect to the good and bad kings and 
judges and prophets. They were 
gathered to their fathers, they slept 
with their fathers. Similarly, when 
Bt. Stephen was stoned to death, we 
read that “he fell on sleep.” He 
cited St. Paul as teaching that ail 
the Church will sleep, except those 


who are alive at the time of the 
Becond Coming of Jesus: ‘We shall 
not all sleep, but we shall all be 


changed.’ He quoted Jesus’ words, 
“All that are in the graves. shall 
hear His (Jesus’) voice and shall 
come forth'’—the faithful, the saint- 
ly, to a resurrection of life—perfee- 


tion, honor; the remainder of man- 

kind unto a resurrection of trial, 

testing.—1 Corinthians 15:51. 
Without the death of Jesus, said 


the Pastor, ail of the race would be 
perished, and only in the resurree- 
tion have we any ground whatever 
for believing in a salvation from 
death. Only because Christ died is 
there an opportunity for the Church 
during his Gospel Age to respond to 
a “high calling’ to the Divine na- 
ture. Likewise only through the 
merit of Christ's death will the 
world of mankind be saved from 
perishing and have an opportunity 
during Messiah’s Kingdom to be re- 
covered from sin and death condi- 
tions, from ignorance, superstition, 
ete.—from tle tomb. 

Gradually they will be raised up, 
up, up, in the image and likeness of 
God in the flesh, ultimately to enjoy 
Him forever in a world-wide Para- 
dise, from which will be cut off in 
the Second Death all wilful evil- 
doers, all who prefer sin to righte- 
ousness, when the Truth shall be 
made clear to them and when the 
opportunity will be fully within their 
grasp. Incidentally, — the Pastor 
mentioned a gross mistransiation of 


the inspired Word in John 5:20, 
namely, “resurrection of | damna- 
tion.’ The Greck word here, he 


:, and has not in it the 
slightest suggestion of fire or torture 
or suffering. The Revised Version 
renders this verse properly—‘‘a resur- 
rection of judgment.” 

TI am not forgetting. 
speaker, that our text proffers Di- 
vine blessings only .to believers. 
Neither am I forgetting that only a 
few are believers in the Seriptural 
sense now. Statistics mention four 
hundred millions of Christians; but, 
as we all know, this includes prac- 
tically everybody in Europe and 
America, with a few in Asia and 
Africa. It includes many in prisons 
and insane asylums, penitentiaries, 
ete. And that leaves three times as 
many whom we call heathen, who 
have no knowledge of Christ what- 
ever—twelve hundred millions. Sure- 
ly none of these are believers in the 
sense defined by Jesus and the 
Apostles, . 

Jesus implies that if any one reaily 
believes His Message, his faith will 
transform his whole life-- he would 
see so great a blessing promised to 
the faithful follower of Jesus that 
he would count all other aims and 
ambitions as Joss and dross—and 
run with patience the race set before 
him. Only these are believers, and 
they are comparatively few. ‘They 
are a fine company. They will get 
the prize, the “pearl of great price,’ 
the Kingdom joint-heirship with the 
Redeemer in His glory, honer and 
immortality.

Those who now. hear, appreciate,

The Bible tells all this, says Pas- 
tor Russell.

Documents That Are Kept Moving Ree 
quire No Pigeonholes. 

Tigeonloles have been entirely re 
moved from most of the desks in the 
naval bureau of ordnance at Washing: 
ton, it belng Admiral Twining's policy 
to keep papers moving, and moving pas 
pers do not require pigeonholes. Most 
papers require immediate attention, 
und they get it. If for any reason ac 
tion must be deferred to a later mite 
the letter concerned is generally filed 
and then brought out on a predeter 
mined date by means of the regulat 
“follow up” system, In order that the 
chief of the bureau may be familiar 
with the circumstances attending all 
delays in action on incoming letters 
there is submitted to him from each 
desk on Monday morning of each week 
a list of unfinished correspondence, on 
which is written the explanation of 
any delays. Letters that may have 
been lost or misplaced would of neces 
sity not appear on these reports of un 
Hinished correspondence. Such losses 
nre detected by a card system kept io 
the file room. 

Each letter received in the bureay 
has a card assigned to it. The cards 
give a complete bistory of all letters 
received and of the action taken ow 
them. When the action has been cone 
pleted the cards are destroyed. If 
however, on Monday morning ang 
curds show that no action has beet 
taken such cards are brought to the at 
tention of the chief of bureau. By 
them he is enabled to detect any losses 
of papers or failure for any reason ta 
act on them, 

‘be number of letters handled by the 
bureau is enormous, and the above sys 
tem prevents delay.—Chicago News,

The case of the burglar who was 
recently identified in Paris by the 
marks of hig teeth in some fruit he 
had bitten and left behind, led a Lon- 
don dentist to comment on the value 
of the teeth and palate for purposes 
of identification. It recalls, too, the 
researches of Dr. Paul Prague, of 
Vienna, who more than five years ago 
declared that a long series of experl- 
ments demonstrated that the palato 
never changes from childhood to old 
age, and that identification by this 
means igs even more certain than by 
means of finger-prints. : 

The gums and palate, said the dent- 
{ist referred to, are an infallible test of 
identity. No matter how a person 
changes In facial expression and in 
general appearance, the gums and 
palate remain to assure him and oth- 
ers that his identity {s the same, The 
sooner this fact !s realized the better 
for one can state no limit to ita use- 
fulness, Here is a case that came 
directly under my own notice.
